for our surplus wheat at a ow figure, but 
under no circumstances can we hope to ex- 
port eastward at a profit oats, barley and 
potatoes which form the bulk of our crop, 

A good demand forthese products, and 
wheat as well, exists on the Pacific coast and 
at intermediate points, but the high freight 
tariff charged by your company from 
monton to those points compels the produce 
importers of British Columbia ard South- 
western Alberta to purchase in Assiniboia or 
Manitoba, where although the haul is from 
300 to 650 miles greater; your company gives 
as low or a lower freight rate than from this 
point. The result is that we are unable 
under these conditions to dispose of our 
surplus crop at a profit; and unless your 
company sees fit to give us freight rates west 
proportioned to the length uf haul we will be 
compelled to restrict production instead of 
increasing it very largely as we had hoped to 
do after the advent of the railway. 

As this settiement is the most remote in 
the Tertitories from the eastern markets we 
have to pay for a longer hauljon all commodi: 
ties that ve linport and also for the longer 
haul on all the produce that we export east- 
ward, If we are given proportionate export 
rates to the west we consider that that dis- 
advantage will be offset, but if we are asked 
not only to pay higher rates tu the east,— 
from which we are distant—but also to the 
West-——tu which We are hear—we feel that we 
are being placed at a very prave disadvantage 
as compared with other sections of the coun- 
try by your company and must protest 
agai:.st the saine, and beg to cail your atten- 
tion tothe tact that under such circum- 
stances we will be unable to continue the 
mixed system of farming which we have 
hitherto found 80 profitable and for which 
the country is so well adapted and depend 
entirely ou cattle and dairy products, under 
which conditions the country cannot be de- 
veloped as fully nor the railway company 
make as much money from the carriage of its 
surplus products as if mixed farming were 
encouraged by giving us such rates as would 
enable us to protitably reach our best and 
nearest markets in Southern Alberta and 
British Columbia.” 

Mr. McKinley said that there was no differ- 
ence in the cost of freight to Prince Albert 
and Edmonton, It was no use to dictate or 
to explain regarding rates and distances of 
which the manayers of the C, PyR. were ful- 
ly aware, and proceeded to sp again of the 
petition which he had gotten up, 

M. McLeod asked why he did not make 
public the fact that he was taking action if 
he was doing 80. 

Mr. McKinley explained that it had been 
intended to take action during the election 
contest, but that chere was none in the Ed- 
monton district. 

H. Long said that the meeting had come 
to discuss the memorial that had been recd, 
and asked that the sense of the meeting be 
taken regarding it. 

John Kennedy said that he was partly re 
sponsible for calling the meeting and the 
draft read suited his idea as an explanation 
of the situation. He did not know of any 
previous arrangements as mentioned by Mr. 
McKinley. 

The statement read was then put to the 
leeling as a resolution by the chairman and 
was carried almost unauimously. 

A committee Consisting of Messrs. W. Cust, 
M. MeLeod, D. Maloney, T. Hutchings, J. T. 
Turner and W, Edmiston was appointed to 
forward the expression of the meeting to the 
authorities of the C. P, R., which was done, 
the communications being addressed to land 
commissioner Hamilton and general-super-

PUBLIC MEETING. 

In accordance with notice a meeting of 
farmers of the district was held in Fielders’ 
hall on the afternoon of Thursday, 19th inst., 
to consider the question of the railway tates 
on grain for export, Upwards of 100 repre- 
sentative farmers were present. W. Cust 
was elected chairman and W. Fielders secre- 
tary. 

The chairman said the meeting had been 
called to make an effort to secure a redu tion 
in the freight rates on grain. What was want- 
ed was a rate of 10 cents a hundred to Calga- 
ry and 80 cents to the coast. Then the farm- 
ers could live and make a little money, At 
present the railway enjoys the benefit of half 
of all our iniprovements,for of all land in the 
country they own the half, and besides they 
want more than half our crop for hauling it 
to market, 

D. Maloney, at whose call the meeting was 
held, said that the farmers had found it to be 
necessary to take very urgent steps to get 
better rates for our produce, We were will- 
ing to share with the railway company, but 
ut present rates oursbare Was so small that 
it was no use tous. We wanted a rate west 
us Wellus east. At most we could not now 
veo more than 18 cents for oats, with a fairly 
reduced rate west we could get 30 cents, 
Wheat was aow worth 60 cents at most to 
ship east, but with fair raves west it would 
be worth ten or fifteen cents more, At pre- 
sent prices the farmer was working at a loss. 
The difference of a few cents a bushel would 
make a profit forthe farmer, Certain resolu- 
tions had been prepared to be presented to 
the meeting. Uf they were passed and were 
forwarded without producing any effect 
stronger measures would be taken, Settlers 
who come ure a benefitto the railway, and 
all of us have helped to bring in settlers, who 
now ask us, Why did you bring us? We had 
always expected a cash market with the rail- 
way. The railway was here and the market 
was not. We had the power to keep out set- 
tlers, if that were necessary, to bring the 
railway people to their right mind. 

M. McKinley objected to resolutions passed 
at Edmonton. They should be passed by 
unions of the farmers in their own settie- 
ments. Iu any other way they would be of 
no more Value than a basket of chips, It was 
no use to dictate to the president of the C. 
P.R. He was monarch of all he surveyed, 
but still ifthe people were not given a fair 
deal after proper representations being made 
he would assist in a course that would knock 
one tooth out of the gigantic monepey. Ten 
years ago We had great expectations of a cash 

market for produce on the arrival of the rail- 
way. Now we found we had been deceived 
and were disappointed accordingly. He gave 
@ particular account of a movement which 
he had suggested some weeks ayo, to proper- 
ly approach the railway company on the sub- 
ject of lower rates, and read the memoran- 
dum which he had caused to be circulated 
for signature appealing for reduced rates, He 
thought it well to try mild measures first, if 
that failed, move more strongly, and if that 
failed, by advertising the action of the rail- 

way company in South Dakota he would 

knock them out in one round, 

John Cameron, president of the Edmonton 
board of trade, was calied upon to inform the 
meeting as to the rates offered by the railway. 
The rates on grain from Edmonton to Van- 
couver were 55 cents per hundred, to Victoria 
and Nanaimo, 60 cents per hundred, To Port |

wiae isa good sample. Regarding oats, we 
can take a few cars at 25 cents, sacked, free 
on board cars, if the oats are up to sample. 
We would like, however, to have them cleans 
er of seeds if possible, 

A sample of wheat forwarded to a leading 
Toronto wheat buyer was pronounced magni- 
ficent stuff by everyone who saw it, The 
only drawback is the smut, which reduces 
the grade from No. 1 hard to No. 1 rejected. 
The drop in price from No. 1 hard to smutty 
wheat is tremendous, and would take from 
ten to fifteen cents from its value. See to it 
therefore that any you buy is well cleaned 
before shipment. There is an unlimited 
market for good wheat this year. Your rates 
of freight are favorable and with prices as 
they are, your farmers will realize good 
paying prices. You should buy the wheat 
equal to this sample at 60 ceats, and lower 
grades two to three cents less, We think it 
advisable to send along a few cars,” 
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ENQUIRIES. 

A letter received recently by R. McKernan 
from Hamburg, Germany, contains the fol- 
towing list of enquiries regarding this dis- 
trict, which are given here with their apswers 
for the information of all parties who want 
vo know about Edmonton. 

Can free homesteads still be taken up of 
good soil? Yer, 

What is the character of the soil? Black 
mould, oue to three feet deep, resting on 
light clay subsoil, wwelve feet deep, which 
again rests on blue clay. 

Van good lands be bought there cheaply, 
avd at what prices? The goverument price 
of unimproved land is vow $3 an acre. Inm- 
proved farms would have to be paid for ac- 
cording to the amount of improvements, 
situation, etc., not likely to go over $10 an 
acre, 

Is dairy farming and horse, cattle and sheep 
raising profitable? Wairy farming and cattle 
laising are the points in which this district 
particularly excels, and on which most mone) 
is made, Horses and sheep do well, 

Do wheat and dairy products find a good 
market at a reasonable distance? The wheat 
market depends on the export rates yranted 
by the railway, The local market for dairy 
products has always been good, 

Is there a creamery? No, but there are 
excellent Openings for the establishmen. of 
several creameries, 

Can fruits be eultivated, and what kinds? 
Small fruits, such as raspberries, strawber- 
ries, black, white and red currants and goose- 
berries, grow wild abundantly and are culti- 
vated very successfully, Large fruits are now 
being tried, but have not yet succeeded, 

Would it be possible to hire a tract of enl- 
tivated land to put acrop in the first year’?
